(tr-rtica'bble in defending the mouth of the barbor.
Ab I bave bfltaflfl sUited, tbo battery at Ciun-
ming'B Point will prove' Uie uglseat euatomer to
Fort Sumter, moTe, however, from the fact that
it ia loeated ao a* to kear directly on the weak

point of the Fort, than from any remarkable
peculiarities of iU own. There ifl no diaguiaing
the lai t, however, that it ia a formidable fortreaa,
the work of nearly a thi.u«and men for a morth.
In providing agaiuat the beaiy guni brougbt to
beir on it from Fort Sumter, a la.ge quantity ot
railroad iron haa been u»ed, beeidr* cotton balea,
Pnluiettt) loga, and nioumtaini of aaud. The
Rebel* are periuadiug thcmat-lvea that thia work
hai been conrtructed no ub to be iecure from tbe
shi.tfl that Sumter will pour into or Againit it.

Although it aecniB to be eipecte! now that
the Soutbern Conlederacy will aiaume eontrol of
tbe aaaaBea, if I were to judge from the move-

uieiitB wbich I aee on all banda, and from wbat
I hear apokeu BflM all moutbi, T should My
that everyoody eipected the attack whicb ha*
leen bo long coiitemplated wouid boou be made.
It ia only the supfrOBition now current that the
confederated authorities will have anotbt-r policy,
that haa given ri»e to the idea; the megn will be
continued in no manner ditTerent from what it

haa been kept up for upward of a month. If
there is to be a cbange of policy, and tbe fliege
abandoned, there certainly Ib no ontward ev-

idence of it. The reverae ifl the fact. Kor iB it
entirely certain. aa I have before remarked, tbat
ahould the command to abandou tbe aiege, or

rather to atay more active operation?, be given,
it wouid be obeyed by the South Caroliniaaa en-

cumped around Fort Suuiter. I think it admita
of much djubt whether they wouid yield aiaent
to a policy bo utterly at variaace with their
every idea aud impulse. I may not be able to

give a reaflon, BBti'factcry even to myielf. nev-

t-i th.-1,-rt I am iiiiiible to rclinquiah the belief
that Fort Sumter will be attacked after tbe
manner of tbe formidable preparationa of the
rebels. It may be poatponed aome dayfl, poaai-
bly even tili Lincoln has been maugurated, and
a demand for ita surrcr.der made of bia Admin-
ietration by tbe Confederated authoritiea, tbough
it ia the well-known policy of Carolina to make
the attack at the eariieat day poaiblo alter they
are ready; for they believe tbat the policy of the
inooming Adminiatration will be vigoroua and
poaitive, not only in defenae of the fort, but to

regaio jk.b** Bkion of thoie now in the handi uf the
rebelfl.
The impreaaion ha obtained bere within the

Scott and Secretary llolt, to concentrate
reeuforcementa, iu abipa of war and other trans-
port vetsela, at aome favorable point.prcbably
liampton Koadc.to leave for Charletton on the
iuabnt that it ifl known that the aiege hai been
commenced. It BeeuiB to be underfltood that,
wbile the Government will do nothiag to produce
colliaion, even by uudertaking to reeinforce Major
Anderson, there will not be a lingle moment'i
loDger forbearance after tho rebela have opened
on Fort Sumter. Therefore it ia beliered, and
apparently on good authority, that reenforce-
ineiit* will be iutroduced the eariieat moment

poeaible after Carolina ihall have fired her first
gun on the Fort, and that, too, with an array
of stretigth that will rendcr improbable the repe-
tition of the Star of the West abaiu.
The icheme doubt.ets embracea a full realira-

lion of the difncultiea and hazardn that mu*t
attend ita execution. It must be kmwn to tbe
Govemment thut no ship eau enter CharltRton
Hurbor without encountering tbe iiro from
aeveral batterica locuted on both aides of tbu
barbor. It wouid aeem that the expedition
sbould be prepared to engngo thoie batteries
with heaviiy-aruied veaels of light draft. It is
entirely certain thut tho Star of the West
reached within from tbree to five minutes of
Foit Sumter, and then occupied nearly tbaL
length of time in turning and backitig out, all of
which time she wbb under the fire of tba Light-
Houte battery. liy amkn g teaaels in tbe old
nhip chaoLel, the rebela inknded to prevent a

rrjrttit.oii of tke uudertaking through that cban-
iiel, aud t'ompel the entranco of all abips by the
klafjit- channel, wbich is giarded by aeveral
.ttt-nes on Suliiran'a Iaiand. An entrance
through that channel wuuld, therefore, be atbnded
>y mauy more advera o-ances than by the
ihannel taken by the Star of the Weat J am J

ftuite firm in tbe belicf that that ehannel ii now

open ua it waa tber>, for I am ir.cliued to raredit
tbe rejiort that ihe sunken vessels have been
waahed out, loaving the channel even better tb«n
it was befero. The Ooxrument ihould bv able
to know for a ccrtainty, for it ie a point «f prime
imprrtanre in the matter of reis-nforeing Fort
Sumter.
The rettpaembling of the Convention will prob¬

ably take place within the next two weeke, the
action af the Motttgomery Congretw baving made

The work on the floating battery goes forw&rd

euepenee of the public nnnd. I'erhapa we ehould
except from the firat part of our etat*meut '*.,

elcctioii flf Howell (ohb, ei-Ji.-rret.iry of tbe
United Btfllflfl Treaeury, and deinoliaher of the
eame, aa I'reaident ofthe Couvention. Tbia gentle-
iiian, we huve heurd remarked, has " won the love''
of hia fellow countrymen " hy manaymg that

treaeury buniucee" «o well. ()ther» reuiark of
hiui that he hae a gcniils for " wire-pulling," but
is tinite undeserving of gre«t eoofidence. The
ballance of the acroant we cheerfully have po«.
terity to etrike. " A tuh to thia whale," tbe
convention hae evidently thuught beet tai throii
whetl.er the act ia alio a gentie intimatiou tliat
tbe higher bonore are rreerved for thoae wbo
hare ahrank initmctively from breacb of truet
even as a revolutionary measure, the ft.ture n.ay
tell ue. Bnt ae we have ssid, the euapenee of
the public i.iiini remaine uniati-fied, and it ie

growing painful, eepecially to all hueineae men.

Bueinees cannot proiper, or even progreee ia

eueh an uueettled etate of atTaire. I'reeident
Bucbanao, by hie vaicilatingcourie, hae only eue-

ceeded in convincing all parties that be bas
neither the nerve nor tho abihty for the cri»i«-
and that it ie hie iutentinn to eimply poetpone
emergenciee till he can ehuflle out of the#reepon-
eibilitiee of hie office. Thu leave* the future to
the dociaion of a rreaident ae yet untried, and,
in thia eection, comparatively ui,known. Tbe
general impreeeion howevrr, ia that the Jack-
aoiiitu qualitiee found eo cflrctual in tho erieie
of a fi.rnyr time, are poaaeeeed in good
degree by Mr. Lincoln. While thia le-de coufir-
mation to the hope that his inetallation iuto
office will at onee put an eud to the preeent uu-

ccrtaintiee, it alio Bflffflfl to deepeu the lerioui-
neee witb which all clauee are iNtginning to re-

gard tbe probahility of eivil war. The adherancc
of the Federal (iovennneiit to ita eworn dutiea,
oblivioua of the changea which the Houth aaaumea

to have taken place, will evidently acriouily iu-
terfere with tho proflperity of the rjouthern
people. They are, tberefore, now reminded by
tbeir leadera of tbe neccaeity of devoliug their
coming year'a labor to tbe production of the
neceeiariee of life, at the expeoee of the cotton

crop. To one cognizant of tbe real conditiou of
the Soutbern country, tho advice eeeuu very ap-
propriate. " A crop and a half will be neceeaary
to carry ue through to another year." This ii
true in Georgia, which can eaeily .aiie all, aud
doee raiee tho principal part of her flflfl aud
pork.

Wben, on tbe contrary,
Uncb Samuel, about to be ouated from bia fa-
vorite leats, demura to aeh diBposaesfli--, and
reniarka, in «ome bf_t., that " by the ttemal,"
he will defend ht* hom«, kts altar, and his fire-
ai4e, Bomehow the tablea aeem to bn turned
around all at onco, and an invol.ntary respect,
aa well ab fear, arira to atay the improus land
of vi'ilence. All flensible aud sober-mimled men,
bere as well aa eiBt'where, deaire to avoid blood-
sbed. They devire alao to escape tbe responsi-
bility of occaaVming it. But how can that be
etfected 1 1' n* Sumter and Piekens are the
aaabn about which gathcr tbf* destioies of the
future. That blood is aoon to flow there, Beeaaaj

not unlihely. Thone who wouid fain prevent tt,
may not bave the power to do «o in certain pe-
riodfl of exciteuient likely to aoon arise. The
Provisional Government of the South, if one ia

formed, can do nothing to escape the reaponsi-
bility of attack upon tho National Government.
If it permit*, or promote. the assault of United
S'ates fort», it ia equally reapouaille for the

op*_ing of treasonable war. With the dawning
of this coniciouanesa of a really oflensivv and re-

beiliouB attitude, begins to disappcar all that bosh
about "coereion;" and the fuming passiou of a

man preparing to reaist oppreaiou, ia forced to

g:ve aay to the aenoua conBideratioo of coriBe-

qiicHcta for whioh bo one is reiponiible but him-
flflM.

Such, then, ia tbe anxious and troubled a»pect
of iSouthern aflaira. The fir»t jubiiant freury of
Baaaafltafl abated, leaves a dreary conacioufluess
of Ihe deep iiif.rtitude harging over tbe future.
Even tboae who augur peaceable separation from
the North expreaa but litUe bupe of union at
bome. Peaco with the North in fact di»»olve«
U,e only real bond of union among the a**ce_ing
Statea. Sece-era tbemaelvefl »ay, " The Conled¬
eracy will not raat ten yrars." Thia want af
faith iu the permanence of a eondition which

they seemed so anxious to aecure, ari.es in part,
I- rhaps mofltly, from their kuowledge of the pai-
sionate, impatient and aelfwi'led character of
their politiciana. " I was in hope*," says one,
" that theae old politicians wouid hate been Irft
out of the Cotivrntioii altt>j{eUier." Yet they are

ail then*. And they bave a right to be. The
people alluwed tl.rae men to uualead them mto
their present quagmire; theirs should be Uie effort
ar.d the reaponaibility of reaeinng their victim*.
Hliould their efforta prove unavailing, aa moat aa-

. nn-dly they ttill; ahould they prove unable to

Nett rUielefla, tht- preaeiit dmouttnrnt nidiautea in
adiance what the future ha* in atore nooiier or

Inter. To thia complexion the atrife muat BBBM
at laat; tl.e unluwlul aud BaBBBfl.btb.kl
nieaaurefl of the aecediug States uiu*t le
aasented to in toto, or resiated vtith
all the pawer of tbe Federal Government.
Surh Bflfl.¦¦ as theae, therefore, only aerve to
haaten the criaia, and to prepare men'a uiiudfl for
it. And it ifl probally true thut tbe Southeru
people hate been allowed so long to dnft down
the rurrent of BflflBBBBB- without reaiatance, al¬
moat without remonstrance, on the part of the
General Government, thut IhaB act has come to
be rogurded by them as a foregono concluaion;
they aee uo way of return now; they caii recog-
nize but one courso open for them, and that is
out into tho open, unkiiowu aea. They havo
grown, indeed, really contemptuou* of the Gov¬
ernment which hits demurred ao little to tlieir
violence. The cautioua and reap**etful regard for

etisting laws which once prevailed is now the
subject of uuK-kery and aeorn. Uncle Sum ia de-
throned. Yankee Doodle ia dead. The souvenirs
flf the patt are trampled under foot. Such ia the
state of thinga in the hot-heda of S4*c»*B*ion.
SucceM ha* made meu ootttumacious of all past
reatraints. The leaders have growu bold in their
paat tecurity. They now feel atrong iu the dis-
armament of the Federal Government whicb
they have, with ita own active eooperation,
aueceeded in effecting. Tbey feel aaaured
iu the I'nion which they believe they havo
niu.l.* iii'ccBinry among the .Soiitlicin Statei, and
ttfl Soutliciii people; but they bfll doiibly asaured
in the diauuiou and diviaiou of feeling and pur-
poi-e which they belieie to prevuil at tho North.

Fron> the beginuing it waa evideiit to all but the
willfully bliiiil ihat " compromiaeii " uti.-i.-d noth¬
ing but encouragemeut to the propoccd aeceBHion

of the Gulf States; that the surety of conflict
with the Federal Governm. nt waa the only thing
Which could Iflfltrflta them hy bringing out tho
vote ng iinat Seceasion whioh has now reniaii.ed
unexpresat-, or haa been gradually Bwept away
by the imbecile weakuesB of the Exeeutive at

Waaliiiigton. The proeeaa of Seceaaion hu* bith-
erto been undiaturbed except by ita own inevita-
bla bome effecta, an! even tbea are aot yet ap*

preeiatod or experieBeed is Ml. Tbe p«vop|e at
large hare no rearization of the ebange. In fact
it may be said tbat a vary large portion of the
people of tbe South arre eneentially, if not abeo-
lutely, ignorant af the important evcnta of tbe
laet fvur montba. In theee sparae lettletnentfl,
new« travelfl t*r*wly. It i« in citiei, leetering witb
<vrrt.plim., «md debaaed by intoxication, that
political ae well ae other fevera bave their aud-
den riee, their extra.agant progre«fl, und tbeir
deplorable reault*. Here the mob, to whose pa«-
eioua paiticiaaa play the pander, now and theo
take it into their heada to leod their leadere, and
to put a period to their extravagance by aotne

act ef overgrown insolcuce and preauiuption,
frorr. which even the most unecrupulous shrink.
Sri, is now the caee in Savaunah. All through
tbe paet Summer and Fail, the political aeeoeia-
tione, eeertt and otbers, have been hotbeds of
violence. One of the«e waa the " Rattleanake
Club," a secret association in the intereet of
Seeession. Under the pretense of protecting the
peace of the city from incendiaries and slave in-
eurrectione, auch aeiociationi as thie have taken
upon them to orush all freedom of speech, to
empty the viale of druuken wrath upon whomso-
ever aroueed tuspicion of the least affiliation with
Republicaniem, or upon any whom public or pri-
vate prejudice saw fit to denounce ae fit eubjecte
for their atjentione. It may be that theee organ-
izatione included many pereona of reapectahility,
and of good inteution«. But, as uiually results
with »ecret eocietiee founded upon prejudice and
paaeion, the coatrol of them apeedily paesed into
the haiida of the moat unprincipled and violent.
Their oourie before elertion was euch as to
prompt tlie remonstrance and reeietance of the
city autborities; for no one could help aeeing
tliat, if thinge went on thua, the end would be
that no citizen, however worthy, could have the
h-aet eeeurity againat outrage. Reoently thia
ruftiau epirit hae culminated in an act which, it
may be hoped, will put an end to euch aieocia-
tiona altogelher. An Eoglieh captain, for eoute

trivial cauee, having aroueed tbe paeeiona or

prejudice of eome member or membere of the
"Rattleanake Club," hae been recently eeized
upon, whipped, tarred and feathered, and bru-
tally maltreateJ. The new* of the act eame like
a thuoder-rlap upon tbe city. It ia plain to

every one wbo knowa the ipirit of the Eogliah
nritioi. that they would riee aa one man to re-

sent and iun.i_-.rily puniih at any cost sucb
an outrage opon one of their citizens. Kven for
an ollenie against the lawa of the State, the
Kitgliih people would insiat upon the application
of legal puniahment and no other. But for an

uitautborixed and unmitigated outrage upon the
righta and peraon of a Britiah enbject, the En-
gliih i.ation would no. heaitate a moment to de¬
clare and waga war to the bitter end, uoleia
reparation were made. Io thia caie the Britiah
C'oiiaul .netantly offered a reward nf $1,000 for
tbe oonviction of tbe guilty partiea. The Oov-
eraor foliowa with an Exeeutive offer of the
eame amount; and the City Government followed
euit. Bfl much to appeaae the wrath of the Brit¬
iah Lion ! The rtflection cannot fail to be eug-
g.-eted to every mind, that it ifl full time tbat
tbe I'nited Statea Government had mamfeited a

Biinilar eetfle of rta obligati'ine to ita citizene.
Truly, for tha paat deeade, it haa utterly dis-
own -d all ita reiptitiiibilitifi of thia aort in the
Setthern Statee. Hid it recognized them flooner,
aud ihown itaelf to be really und tmly a Gov-
ornment, it would not now bc BBaeara off and
iiittaiOeo wiin flucli coutempt by the Southern
jK'taj Ir. tbemeelvefl.
To he eure, the Southern State Oovernmenlfl

theniBflvefl havo been eiaually rejrardleaa of tbe
rijihte of their owu citizena. They have allowed
the iiiola epirit to have ite way in all caaea of
parti-an prejudice and paeeion: aud it is only
when thie epirit threatena to culmittate in utter

snarcby, or to bring down the veugeance of ane

of the real " powera of the eartb," that South¬
ern authorit.ee awaken to a sense of duty. Thia
ie, iudeed, the great characteriatic fault of South¬
ern society.itt tcant of retpert for the late. Thia
will stow itaelf yet more plainly in the future of
the South, if it become a purely elaveholding con-

federacy. Tho more complex the relations of a

society, tho greater ita need of law. Simplify
the etrix'ture of Soutbern society to tliat of a

mere elaveholding agricultural roiuuiunity, and the
law of private redrees for wronga, and private
veugeance for injuriee, grodually and completely
aupplunU tlie ann of conatituted nuthoritica.
Cotuparo the preeent alate of Southern aeutiuient
ou this euhject of law, with tbe public sentiinent
of Engliind with itfl nicely arrauged netwoik of
intereet*, aud the coutraet ie very great indeed.
ln tho one caee, it uiay be eaid that the public
voice demande the rigid execution of Uie laws for
the eake of tbo community, at whatever expenae
to tbe iiidiwdual; while in the other, the public
icutiment approves the exeroiee of eudden pae-
aion and revenge ou the part of the in-
dividual at whatever expenee to the public
Bt'Ctirity or well-being. In the one society, tho
humbleat iudividual BflB aaeured agaiuet pereonal
violence by the broad shicld which the law itolde
over him; in the other, protectioii ie aought Ifl
one'i sclf, or in sooial connectione.in reputation
for couiage, or in " popularity." However much
thie neceaeary dependeuce upon eelf for protec-
tion may t<-nd to pronmte respeetful and coneilta-
t..ry intercourae in Southern society, it as evi¬

dently teiids to educate the people to dierespoct
for law, and to deielop in them prematurely aud
exceaaively tbe paxeious of pride and revenge.
Diaunion will eervo to aggravate all thia; for in-
terc iur-e with tho NortD, with ita diveraity ol
iuterefltfl protected by law, as well aa ite ueces-

eary coiitaet with a public eentiment more

reverent of public authority, has tended to mod-
erate and .reatrain the natural tendenciea of
Southeru society. May it not eafely be predicted
tbat the aame BBBBBB which have made Northen.
intercourae distaeteful to the South will coutmue

Ifl operate till they have alieuated them from the
whole world I The eame euper-eeneitiveneee bfl
difl'erence of opinion on the eubjeet of Slavery
which forcee every Northern man dealing with

tbe South to play the hypocrite or eubinit to

violence will ha*.e to encounter in the Kngliah
people a far more unyielding and uncompromiaing
.eiiiiment of oppoaitioii. To play the tyrsnt over

The efforta on the part of certain of the Com-

promisers, wbo are fighting the battlo for the
Seoedant Statea, to keep up tbe fiame of excite-
i;ii iit, are etideutly loaiug effeet. Every day that
abridges the gulf between now and tbe 4th of
.March, tenda to put out the Soceflaion lire. Tbe
course of the Montgomery cabal, itaelf tends
to the same reiult, lor there ia no longer any
danger from an attack upon Forta Sumter and
